SMALL INVESTORS FORCED 
OUT OF WHEAT MARKET. 


Brokers Raise Margins in 
Values—Bakers Declare P 


Effort to Compel Drop in 
resent Prices are Fictitious 


and that There is no Dan ger of a Shortage Occurring 
Before the New Crop is H arvested. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N TIMES, Feb. 3.—Speculation in 
| wheat in New York was an- 
nounced by brokers to have gone to 
such unprecedented engths that dras- 
tic measures hitherto unknown were 
adopted today to force liquidation of 
accounts. 

Waiters, nurse girls, laborers and 
men and women of all grades of finan- 
cial position were asserted to have 
“started with a shoestring” and to 
have run up grain accounts that now 
show profits running from hundreds 
to thousands of dollars. 

In order to force their customers 
to liquidate many commission houses 
sent notice yesterday to all clients that 
their accounts must either be mar- 
gined up to 50 cents a bushel or they 
will be closed out. This stringent re- 
quirement is expected to drive from 
the market many thousands of small 
operators who have not capital to fur- 
nish such unusual margins. 

Rumors that the Dardanelles block- 
ade, which is damming back 150,000,- 
000 bushels of Russian wheat des- 
tined for Europe, had been broken, 
resulted in fluctuations and excite- 
ment on the Consolidated Exchange 
and the Produce Exchange such as 
the oldest brokers could not recall. 
The first price of the day on the 
Consolidated Exchange was 1.71%, 
as compared with a closing price of 
1.74 Tuesday. A few seconds after the 
opening the price for May wheat 
dropped to 1.66%, but in an incred- 
ibly short time it had again arisen to 
1.74. At the latter price heavy selling 
was encountered, and thence to the 
close of the day the price declined 
steadily, though there were many 
large fluctuations on the way down. 
The final low price established was 
1.65%, or nearly 9 cents a bushel un- 
der the day's top level. The close vas 
1.66%, At its high price for the day

Pool Your Interests, Advice 
of the President. 


Wants Exporters to Combine 
for Foreign Trade. 


New York Banker Advocates

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Co-opera- 
tion between business men and the 
government in framing laws for the 
benefit of all the people was urged by 
President Wilson tonight in an ad- 
dress before several hundred repre- 
sentative business men here attending 
the annual convention of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States. 
He declared that “we must all pool 
our interests” in order to discover the 
best meant for handling public prob- 
lems. 

The creation in the United States 


in time of peace of the same kind of 
united spirit which moves nations. 


during wars was Advocated by the | possib 


President, who remarked that “when 
peace is as handsome as war there 
will be no wars,” and “when men en- 
gage in the pursuits of peace in the 
same spirit of self-sacrifice as they 
engage in wars, wars will disappear.” 

The President predicted that while 
there is a shortage of food in the 
world now, the shortage will be much 
greater later. He pointed out that un- 
der the guidance of the Department 
of Agriculture, efforts must be made 
by farmers in the United States to 
grow more grain, in order that the 
world may be fed. 

Speaking of the foreign trade of the 
United States, the President asked 
that business men devise some way of 
allowing exporters in the United 
States to combine to secure common 
selling agencies and to give long-time 
credits in such a way that these co- 
operative devices may be open to the 
use of all. He declared that ap- 
parently the anti-trust laws prohibit- 
ed such combinations now, but he 
would favor a change if a method 
fair to all could be found. 

He spoke of the work bei done 
by the Bureau of Foreign and mes- 
tic Commerce in surveying the world 
for the benefit of all business men. 
Business men themselves are to blame 
if intelligent laws affecting them are 
not framed, the President asserted. He 
added that they should come out in- 
to the open and use their knowledge 
of conditions to bring about fair laws 
to prevent business evils. 

The Mexican question was men- 
tioned by Mr. Wilson as an example 
of the difficulty he had in getting ac- 
curate information. 


WILSON’S REMARKS. 


“I would prefer that vou receive 
me as if for the time being I were 
one of your own number.“ the Presi- 
dent said, “because the longer I oc- 
cupy the office that I now occupy the 
more I regret any lines of separa- 
tion; the more I deplore any feeling 
that one set of men has one set of 
interests and another set of men has 
another set of interests; the more I 
feel the solidarity of the nation, the 
impossibility of separating one inter- 
est from another without misconceiv- 
ing it, the more I feel the necessity 
that we should all understand one an- 
other in order that we may under- 
stand ourselves. There is an illustra- 
tion which I have used a great many 
times. I will use it again, because it 
ig the most serviceable to my mind. 
“We often speak of a man who can- 
not find his way in some jungle or 
desert as having lost himself. Did 
you ever refiect that that is the only 
thing he has not lost? He is there. 
He has lost the rest of the world. He 
has no fixed point by which to steer. 
He does not know which is north, 
which is south, which is east, which 
is west and, if he did know, he 16 so 
confused that he would not know in 
which of these directions his goal lay: 
and therefore, following his heart, he 
walks in a great circle from right to 
left and comes back to where he 
started, 40 himself again. 

“To my mind, it is a picture of the 
world. If you have lost-other interests 
and do not know the relation of your 
interests to those other interests, then 
you do not understand your own inter- 
ests and have lost yours. What you 
want is orientation, relationship to the 
points of the compass, relationship to 
other people in the world, vital con- 
nections which have for the time be- 
Ing been severed. And so I am par- 
ticularly glad to express my admira- 
tion for the kind of organization which 
you have drawn together. 

“I have attended banquets of cham- 
bers of commerce in various parts of 
the country and have got the impres- 
sion at each of those banquets that 
there was only one city in the country. 
And it has seemed to me that those 
associations were meant in order to 
destroy man's perspective, in order to 
destroy their sense of relative propor- 
tions; worst of all, if I may be per- 
mitted to say 80, they were intended 
to boost something in particular. 
‘Boosting’ is a very unhandsome 
thing. Advancing enterprise is a very 
handsome thing or a particularly intel- 
ligent thing. 

“The advantage about a Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States is that 
there is only one way to boost the 
United States, and that is by seeing to 
it that the conditions throughout the 
country are the best possible condi- 
tions. There cannot be any dispro- 
portion about that. If you draw your 
sap and your vitality from all quarters 
then the more sap and vitality there is 
in you the more there is in the com- 
monwealth as a whole, and every time 
you lift at all you lift the whole level 
of manufacturing and mercantile en- 
terprise.” 

“Moreover, the advantage of it Is 
that you cannot boost the United 
States in that way without under- 
standing the United States. You 
learned a great deal. I agreed with 
a colleague of mine in the Cabinet the 
other day that we had never attended 
in our lives before a school to com- 
pare with that we were now attending 
for the purpose of gaining a liberal 
education. 

“Of course, I learn a great many 
taings that are not so. But the inter- 
esting thing about it is this: Things 
that are not so do not match Ik 
you hear enough of them you see 
there is no pattern whatever. It is a 
crazy quilt. Whereas the truth al- 
ways matches plece for piece with 
other parts of the truth. 

“No man can lie consistently, and 
he cannot He about everything if he 
talks to you long. So that I would 
guarantee that if enough liars talked 
to vou, you would get the truth.

“Now, seriously, 
body is to match all the facts of busi- 
ness throughout the country, and see 
the vast and consistent pattern of 
them. That is the reason — and I 
think you are to be congratulated 
upon the fact—that you cannot do 
this thing without common counsel. 

“T have asked myself, before I came 
here tonight, what relation you could 
bear to the government of the United 
States and what relation the govern- 
ment could bear to you. There are 
two aspects and activities of the gov- 
ernment with which you will naturally 
come into most direct contact. 

“The first is the government's power 
of inquiry—eystematic and disinter- 
ested inquiry—and its power of scien- 
tific assistance. You get an illustra- 
tion of the latter, for example, in the 
Department of Agriculture. Has it oc- 
curred to you, I wonder, that we are 
just upon the eve of a time when our 
Department of Agriculture will be of 
infinite assistance to the whole world? 

“There is a shortage of food in the 
world now. That shortage Will be 
more serious in a few months from 
now than it is now. It is necessary 
that we should plant a great deal 
more. It is necessary that our land 
should yield more per acre than it 
does now. It is necessary that there 
should not be a plow or a spade idle 


in this country if the world is to be; 


fed: and the methods of our farmers 
must feed upon the scientific informa- 
tion to be derived from the State de- 
partments of agriculture and from 
that taproot of all, the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

“The object and use of that 
department is to inform men 
of the latest developments and 
disclosures of science with re- 
gard to all the processes by which 
solls can be put to their proper use 
and their fertility made the greatest 

le. ‘ 
“Similarly with the bureau of 
standards. It is ready to supply 
those things by which you can set 
norms, you can state basis for all the 
scientific processes of business, 

“The government of the United 
States is properly a great instru- 
mentality of inquiry and informa- 
tion. One thing we are just begin- 
ning to do that we ought to have done 
long ago. We ought long ago to have 
had our bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce. We ought long ago 
to have sent the best eyes of the 

vernment out into the world, where 
he opportunities and openings of 
American commerce and American 
genius were to be found. Men who 
were not sent out as the particular 
agents of any set of commercial in- 
dustries in the United States, but who 
were eyes for the whole community. 

“But there are other ways of using 

the government of the United States; 
ways that have long been tried, 
though not always with conspicuous 
success or fortunate results. You can 
use the government of the United 
States by influencing its legislation. 
That has been a very active industry, 
but it has not always been managed 
in the interest of the whole people. 
It ig very instructive and useful for 
the government of the United States 
to have such means as you are ready 
to supply for getting a sort of con- 
sensus of opinion which proceeds from 
no particular quarter and originates 
with no particular interest, because 
information is the very foundation of 
all right action in legislation. 
“Men on the inside of business 
know how business is conducted and 
they can not complain if men on the 
outside make mistakes about business 
if they do not come from the inside 
and give the kind of advice which is 
necessary. The very trouble in the 
past— tor I think the thing is chang- 
ing very rapidly—has generally been 
that they came with all their bristles 
out. They came on the defensive. 
They came to see not what they could 
accomplish, but what they could pre- 
vent. They did not come to gculde, 
but they came to block, and that is 
of no use whatever to the general 
body politic.“ 


M’ROBERTS’S ADDRESS. 
Samuel McRoberts, vice-president of 
the National City Bank, urged greater 
security for our investments abroad. 


“In the Orient, in the Caribbean, in 
the northern part of South America, 
in Mexico,” hewsaid, “we have the op- 
portunity to do great constructive 
work and by so doing win a place of 
our own in the future commerce of 
those lands. The uncertainty of pro- 
tection stands squarely in the way. If 
you want to do anything in these coun- 
tries the standing advice is to ‘get un- 
der the English, French or German 
flag.’ As long as a question can be 
raised as to the property rights of 
Americans with respect to investments 
made outside the territory of the 
United States, our foreign commerce 
will languish. 

“You need not talk to more than a 
half-dozen men on this subject before 
being confrunted with such questions 
as ‘Are we going to send good Amer- 
icans into foreign countries to be shot 
just to protect somebody’s invest- 
ment?’ ‘Are we going to incur the 
risk of a war for the sake of a little 
trade?’ ‘Are we going to turn our 
navy into a collection agency?’ These 
questions may express a narrow point 
of view, but they are too frequent and 
too significant of the general trend of 
thought not to make any Secretary of 
State consider how far he can go and 
still preserve his usefulness. 

“From the first, all efforts to im- 
prove the consular service and make 
more effective all governmental agen- 
cles for disseminating information as 
to foreign markets and trade customs 
have met with a hearty approval from 
the general public, and the develop- 
ment of these governmental! aides has 
consequently been continuous and 
more or less constant. But when any 
action looking toward the aid of com- 
merce through a plan of the State that 
might involve this country politically 
with any foreign power has been pro- 
posed or instituted, the American pub- 
lic has balked and the plan has failed.” 


FAHEY’S VIEWS. 


Closer co-operation between busi- 
ness men and the government was 
urged by President John H. Fahey in 
his annual address. He suggested that 
many of the commercial treaties of 
the United States were unsuitable and 
that if the new Federal Trade Com- 
mission would not perform the duties 
of a tariff commission, “a positive 
means for meeting the needs” should 
be found. 

Reports of the special Committee 
on Uniform Food and Food Regula- 
tions and of the regular Committee on 
Statistics and Standards were pre- 
sented. 

The special committee proposed a 
series of regulations designed to pro- 
mote greater efficiency in both Federal 
and State regulation of food and 
drugs. Its principal recommendations 
include the enactment of the follow- 
ing: A Federal poison law; uniform 
State narcotic and drug-sanitation 
laws; a Federal o:ld storage law, and 
the enactment of a uniform advertis- 
ing law to prevent false and fraudu- 
lent advertising of food and drugs. 

ON STATISTICS. 

The report of the Committee on 
Statistics and Standards deals with its 
efforts to secure certain reforms in the 
Federal government's statistical meth- 
ods and says that its suggestions are 
being adopted in the treasury and 
commerce departments. and also, in 
many instances, in the Census Bureau.

LINCOLN ARTIST 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Painted President's Portrait 
Before the Civil War. 
Was Contemporary of Edgar 
Allen Poe in Gotham. 


Worked with John Lafarge 
for Over Thirty Fears.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 3.—Alban Jasper Co- 
nant, who painted the first oil por- 
trait of President Lincoln, died in 
this city today, aged 93 years. For 
thirty years he lived at the studio 
building, No. 55 West Tenth street, 
where John Lafarge worked. Death 
was due to old age, but was hastened 
by a severe cold which the artist con- 


tracted a week ago. With him were 
his only surviving children, Alban 
Jasper Conant, Jr., and Mra. C. C. 
Smith. Conant, who won fame cS che 
painter of the famous “Smiling Lin- 
colin,” which brought $3700 at an 
auction sale four years ago, came to 
the city as a young man with a for- 
tune of $40 in his pocket. Edgar Al- 
lan Poe was then condensing for mag- 
azines the novels of Charles Dickens.

Conant 
entered Gouverneur Wesleyan Semi- 
nary as a student. He had never seen 
an artist up to this time, but he con- 
tinued to paint, and as this was before 
the days of photography, portrait 
painting was profitable to a certain 
degree and Conant supported himself 
by painting his fellow students at $5 
apiece. 

He settled a few years later in St. 
Louis. His book, “The Archaeology 
of the Missouri Valley,” translated 
into many languages, won recognition 
in Europe, and he was admitted into 
many learned societies. “Footprints 
of Vanished Races in the Mississippi 
Valley” won him equal distinction. 
For eight years he was curator of the 
University of Missouri and he founded 
the school of mines and metallurgy, 
of which he was supe r for three 
years. Throughout it all, however, 
he clung to his first love, that of be- 
ing a portrait painter. His most 
— ked success was his “Smiling 
coln.” 


Some years ago Mr. Conant contrib- 
uted to McClure’s Magazine an article 
on how he happened to paint the por- 
trait of Mr. Lincoln. In that contribu- 
tion he said: 

“Arrived at Springfield, III., I re- 
paired with all speed to the old aban- 
doned Statehouse, where Lincoln had 
his quarters during the campaign. 
The room that he had rented was per- 
haps sixty feet long by about fifty feet 
wide, and as I entered I caught my 
first sight of him standing by a table 
at the farther end. He was sur- 
rounded by men with whom he was 
talking interestedly. 

“Across the room a young man was 
also waiting. From his appearance 

d manner, I immediately concluded 
that he was of my ilk and bent on the 
same errand. While I was undergoing 
vexation at the prospect of his adding 
to the difficulty of my obtaining the 
sittings that I desired, Mr. Lincoln 
approached and I handed him the in- 
troductions and strong recommenda- 
tions with which McPherson had 
armed me. Lincoln read them care- 
fully. ‘No,’ he said gravely, shaking 
his head, ‘it is impossible for me to 
give any more sittings.’ 

The young- man finally agreed 
share his time with me and this in- 
fluenced Lincoln. 

Such professional magnanimity evi- 
dently appealed to Lincoln and he 
agreed to sit to us together if that 
would do. So it was settled and I 
thanked Mr. Lincoln, and the young 
man. He was George Wright from 
New Haven, and but for him I should 
probably have gone away without the 
portrait, and cherishing a personal re- 
sentment against Lincoln, in addition 
to the popular prejudice in which I 
shared. 

“Long before 10 o'clock the next 
morning we were both on hand at the 
Statehouse. I set up my easel in the 
middie of the room and placed a 
chair for Mr. Lincoln about ten feet 
away. He was seated at the table 
writing and at the same time dictating 
to Mr. Nicolay, his secretary. He 
leaned his head on hie left hand and 
kept running his fingers through his 
long unkempt hair. I fumed in- 
wardly, impatient to get on with my 
work. 

“Promptly on the hour, Mr. Lin- 
coln rose, came over, and without a 
word, threw his angular form into the 
chair, crossing his legs and settling 
back with a sigh, as though to a dis- 
agreeable ordeal. Immediately his 
countenance relapsed into !mpenetra- 
ble abstraction; the hard sinister 
lines deepened into an expression of 
utter melancholy, almost despair. The 
cold sweat started all over me as I 
contemplated the difficulty of induc- 
ing the animation I had observed the 
day before. 

“Something had to be done, and so 
T began by asking permission to ar- 
range his hair. which stood out like 
an oven broom. He nooded and 
with my fingers I brushed it back, dis- 
closing the splendid lines of his fore- 
head. At least that was something, I 
thought, as I backed away. But it was 
not enough. All the other features 
seemed to me hopeless, as I stood 
there. His fil-repute in my section 
flooded into my mind: his common 
origin—born of the Kentucky “poor 
white trash:” his plebeian pursuits, 
coarse tastes and low associates. He 
seemed to me, indeed, the story-tell- 
ing, whisky-drinking, whisky-selling 
country grocer whom they said had 
been exalted to the exclusion of the 
astute. 

“So, I sat down again before my 
easel, I made some flippant remark 
calctilated to appeal to the vulgarian. 
It was then I got my hint of the innate 
dignity of the man. He made some 
monosyllabic reply, and there came 
over hie face the most marvelously 
complex expression I have ever 
seen—a mingling of instant shrewd 
apprehension of the whole attitude -of 
mind back of my remark, pained dis- 
appointment at my misunderstanding 
of him, and patient tolerance of it. 

“In a flash I saw I had made a 
mistake, though not till leng after-

Lead Over San Francisco is 
More than a Thousand.

Forty-two Counties Show an 
Increase in Weddings. 


Bureau of Vital Statistics 
Publishes its Figures. 


| (BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 3.—Tabula- 
tions in the State Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics show that the marriages in 
California tofaled 31,902 for 1914, 
against 31,383 for 1913 and 31,276 for 
1912, the totals for earlier years being 
as follows: 1911, 27,303; 1910, 24,- 
937; 1909. 22.917; 1908, 21,739; 1907, 
23,005, and 1906, 21,317. 

The marriage rate per 1000 popula- 

tion was 11.5 for 1914, as compared 
with 11.7 for 1913, 12.1 for 1912, 11.0 
for 1911 and 10.4 for 1910. 
The 1914 marriage total represents 
a gain of 519, or 1.7 per cent., against 
the gain for 1913 over 1912 of only 
103, or .3 per cent. 

For 1914 as compared with 1913, 
forty-two counties showed increases 
in marriages, while two reported the 
same total and the remaining four- 
teen counties reported small de- 
creases.

ROCKEFELLER’S BROAD SCOPE. 


Witness Testifies Foundation Could 
Do Many Things Which He Says 

will Never be Donec. 

[BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Jerome D. 
Greene, secretary of the Rockefeller 
Foundation and member of the per- 
sonal staff of John D. Rockefeller, 
spent two hours and a half on the 
witriess stand before the Federal Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations today, 
explaining the working of the founda- 
tion, his personal activities and de- 
fending the charter under which the 
foundation is doing business. 

Mr. Gréene admitted that the char- 
ter was broad in scope and that under 
it there was nothing to prevent the 
foundation from engaging in propa- 
ganda against trade unions or conduct- 
ing a campaign against compensation 
for workmen. But, he asserted, there 
was not the remotest chance that such 
things would ever be done. 

Mr. Greene, in discussing the char- 
‘acteristics of Mr. Rockefeller, Fr., 
said “he is always open-minded. He 
might reverse his own opinion if any- 
one could show him he was wrong. 
He is open to suggestions from every- 
one. Even the office boy might offer 
a suggestion that he would take.” 

“How often do you see Mr. Rocke- 
feller, Sr.?“ asked Commissioner 
Walsh. 

“Very rarely. I think I have seen 
him just twice in the last five years.” 

As for the Rockefeller bird refuge, 
Mr. Greene said there appeared to be 
considerable criticiem of it. The rea- 
son the refuge was established, he 
sald, was because of the danger of 
insect-eating birds being slaughtered 
by hunters at times of migration. 
Agricultural interest demanded that 
the birds be protected, he said.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—A _ prolonged 
controversy over the earnings of pro- 
moted engineers enlivened today’s 
session of the Board of Arbitration in 
the Western Railway wage, case. 

Early in the proceeding last De- 
cember, W. 8. Carter, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, then a witness. and 
now acting with W. 8S. Stone, of the 
engineers, as counsel! for the men, in- 
troduced an exhibit designed to show 
that even when a fireman is promoted 
to engineer he is still a long way 
from the so-called big salaries drawn 
on preferred runs. The exhibit 
showed the earnings of selected engi- 
neers promoted since February, 1913, 
“as engineers.” 

J. II. Keefe, assistant general man- 
ager of the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe Railroad, concluded today nine 
days on the witness stand with an 
exhibit which, he said, completed Car- 
ter's adding to the earnings of these 
engineers what they earned as fire- 
men, as well as engineers. The work- 
ings of the seniority rule, it appeared, 
frequently enforced the young «net- 
neer to leave the throttle temporar.'’ 
for the coal shovel. 

The new exhibit corrected Carter's 
to show that in February, 1913, the 
average of $86 a month earned by 
promoted engineers “as engineers” 
was increased to $108; in June, from 
$87 to $108; in October, from 397 to 
$122, and in February, 1914, from $67 
to $103. 

Mr. Carter explained that his ex- 
hibit was based on data supplied by 
the railroads. Correspondence on the 
subject was read into the record, from 
which it appeared that Mr. Carter had 
asked for the “earnings of promoted 
engineers.” 

Carter asked a series of questions 
designed to get the witness, Keefe, to 
admit that the general managers had 
taken advantage of an oversight on 
his part to lead him into a false po- 
sition. 

KEEFE’'S REJOINDER. 

“We had not the most remote idea 
as to your reason for asking for the 
figures; we were in the dark as to 
what use you intended to make of 
them,“ replied Mr. Keefe. 

“But wouldn't it have been kinder 
of you, finding that I was in error, 
to have reminded me?“ pursued Mr. 
Carter. 

“I think it would have been pre- 
sumptucus; we did not know what 
you wanted them for,” replied the 
witness. 

“I am learning something new.“ 
said Mr. Carter. “I knew that engi- 
neers are demoted when business falls 
off and work as firemen, but candidly, 
I had thought once a fireman was pro- 
moted, hie earnings as an engineer 
are all that he can earn.” | 

Charles Nagle, a neutral member 
of the board, asked: 

“Is it possible, Mr. Carter, that with 
all your experience as a railroad man, 
as head of the firemen’'s brotherhood, 
that you did not know that engineers 
work also as firemen?” 

Mr. Carter repeated that his under- 
standing had apparently been at 
variance with practice. 

James M. Sheean. attorney for the 
railroads, read from the record to 
show that Carter, when a witness, had 
fully understood that he was testify- 
ing as to the earnings of the young- 
er engineers as such, and that the 
introduction of today’s exhibit could 
net have come as a surprise to him.

STATE HIGHWAY 
IN SAN JOAQUIN. 
ROAD FROM BAKERSFIELD TO 


SACRAMENTO is OPEN 
FOR TRAVEL.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—Prog- 
ress up to January 19, on the $138,- 
000,000 State highway system, as re- 
ported today by the Highway Com- 
mission, shows 1008.5 miles completed 
or in process of construction, and 
2150 miles of finished surveys. 
This mileage includes 685.5 miles of 
concrete, from twelve to twenty-four 
feet wide, according to traffic de- 
mands, supplemented by macadam 
shoulders, giving a minimum width 
of eighteen and a maximum width of 
thirty feet. The rate at which con- 
crete construction is advancing is 
shown in the purchases of cement. In 
1914 the commission bought 572,066 
| barrels, as against 132,955 in 1912. 

With the exception of Tulare coun- 
ty. paved roadways—including those 
built by San Joaquin and Sacramento 
counties, which are to be incorporated 
into the State system now lead 
through virtuaily the entire San Joa- 
quin Valley from Bakersfield to Sac- 
ramento. 
This winter the commission is cen- 
tering its attention on laterals, tapping 
county seats not directly on the main 
line. Surveys have been made of 95 
per cent. of the trunk line system.

NEW DEEP WATERWAY TO BE 
CONSTRUCTED SOON IN SAN 
FRANCISCO,

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb. 3.—That the 
Southern Pacific is preparing to car- 
ry out the plan for a deep-water 
terminal at Channel street, where the 
largest ocean carriers may discharge 
their cargoes alongside the company’s 
freight tracks and warehouses, is the 
information which has leaked out 
from various sources. 

“The Channel” at the present time 
is neither good dry land nor clean 
deep water.

The Chancellor Believes the Next

SAN JOSE, Feb.

SUITS DISMISSED. 


War Saves Courts the Trouble of 
Dissolving Alleged Steamship Com- 
bination in Restraint of Trade.

“NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The govern- 
ment's anti-trust suits against the 
Prince Line, the Hamburg-American 
line, the Lamport and Holt line and 
others, charging restraint of trade in 
connection with freight and passenger 
steamship between American ports 
and Brazil, and against the American 
Asiatic Steamship Companx and 
others, whose steamships ply between 
New York and Asiatic ports, were dis- 
missed today. 

The suits were filed about two years 
ago. That against the Prince Line and 
others charged that the companies 
composed the so-called Brazilian con- 
ference; the defendants to the other 
suit were all members of the g0- 
called Far Eastern conference, it was 
alleged.. 

In each case the government 
charged that for some years the de- 
fendants had engaged in an unlawful 
conspiracy to restrain trade and de- 
stroy competition in ocean carriage 
between ports in the United States and 
specified foreign ports, and to monop- 
olize such trade. e alleged unlaw- 
ful acts of the members of the so- 
called Far Eastern conference were 
confined to the tran portation of 
freight while the suit against the 
Prince line and others charged that 
the conspiracy extended to passenger 
traffic as well. 

In dismissing the petition against 
the Prince line and its co-defendants, 
which include a British line and two 
German lines, Judge Lacombe asserts 
that the combination complained of 
has been practically dissolved as a 
result of the European war.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The landing 
of American marines in Haiti is not 
only uncalled for but will tend to m- 
cite a bitter feeling against Americans, 
in the opinion of Gen. Justin Polte- 
vien of the Haltlen army, who ar- 
rived Here today on the steamship 
Prine Frederik Hendrik from Haiti 
on hie way to Paris. 

“American and foreign interests at 
present are safe,” he said, “and there 
ie no reason for alarm. The cause of 
Haiti’s troubles is financial. The peo- 
ple resent the domineering influence 
of the leading banks, and the evident 
freedom, with which private enter- 
prises are financed, to the detriment 
of the government interests.”

RANCH RICKEY, the radical, has 

just made known one of the many 

innovations he has applied to the 
management of a big league club. It 
is the heart test, meaning a test by 
which he knows whether or not a 
player has good nerve. 

Having installed batting cages, slid- 
ing pits and what not in the Browns’ 
training camp, Rickey discovered that 
one thing was missing. A player 
might have all the natural ability in 
the world, but be without the nerve. 
He might be able to whale the ball 
on the nose with no one on base, but 
strike out dismally when a base hit 
or even a sacrifice fiy was needed. 

Riekey knew it was beyond his 
power to invent a machine to record 
the will power and nerve of each ath- 


te, but he did the next best thing. 

e evolved a method te keep score 
whereby he had it down in black and 
white just what athletes stood up best 
under fire. This system of scoring 
he calle the “cardiac” test. 

By his clerical efforta Rickey’ 
learned last summer just what hitter, 
fanned ih the pinch, just what out- 
fielder dropped a fl ball When a put- 
out was needed, just what infielder 
made a wild throw at a critical point 
and just what base stealer stole a base 
when a theft was of importance.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 31.—The first 
instance in Europe of the use of a 
submarine cable for the tran#porta- 


current will be in connection with the 
project for supplying practically all of 
Denmark with cheap electricity for 
both light and power, generated by 
water power in Sweden. 

When completed, power sufficient to 
provide for an area of 600 square 
miles will be brought across 
high-pressure cables laid under “the 
sound” at the entrance of the Baltic 
Sea. The Swedish end of the cable 
will be at Paisio, just north of Hel- 
singborg; the Danish end at Marien- 
lyst, near Elsinore. The distance is 
about three and a half miles. 

The electricity is to be generated 
with power from the Swedish River 
Lagan, supplemented with the use of 
low-grade coal. The first cable will 
carry current at a valtage of 26,000.

GOVERNMENT SEEKS 
RHEUMATISM CURE. 


THAT IS, IT WOULD TAKE BACK 
MINERAL SPRINGS ON 
FRAUD CHARGE. 


What has been known for the past 
half century as the “famous sulphur 
spring of Inyo county,” of which suf- 
ferers from rheumatism and other ail- 
ments were wont to partake, and 
which in the early days of California 
was recognized by the Indians in that 
section as carrying healing in its wa- 
ters, was the subject of a hearing in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday. 
The quarter-section of land contain- 
‘ing the spring was entered as a home- 
stead by the late William T. Grant 
in 1902, and in due course a patent 
Was issued by the government, it be- 
ing alleged that it was agricultural in 
character. Later on, a third interest 
in the property was sold to Dr. Irvin 
G. Woodin, who since 1885 has been 
a practicing physician in that part of 
Inyo county. 

The action is brought by the gov- 
ernment to set aside the patent on 
the ground that it was obtained by 
fraud, in that it was mineral and not 
agricultural land. It is further a part 
of the case against Grant and Woodin 
that the latter is about to erect a 
health resort at the springs. 

The case has been pending in the 
Federal Court a long time, and since 
it was begun Grant has died. Yester- 
day, on motion, H. H. Robinson, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Grant, 
was substituted as co-defendant with 
Dr. Woodin. 

Sweeping denials of fraud are made 
by the defendants, and a mass of evi- 
dence was read to the court yester- 
day, to prove that contention. It was 
claimed that the homestead entry was 
made by Grant in good faith and that 
the laws relating to the settlement on

GREAT NEED FOR SHIPS 


THIS HARBOR.

says: 
The great need of an adequate 
American merchant marine is being 
emphasized now on the Pacific Coast 
more than ever before. 

Space in ships both east bound and 
west bound is not only at a premium, 
but is cannot be had unless engaged 


weeks in advance. 

The high rates offered for conveying 
cargoes to Europe because of the 
shortage of foreign bottoms are at- 
tracting many American ships into 
that trade, and we have not enough 
ships to fill the demand. : 

A large amount of Imperial Valley 
cotton would be shipped through this 
port to Europe if space were available 
on ships for it, but it is very difficult 
to get space. For three months I 
have been trying to aid Imperial Val- 
ley cotton shippers to get adequate 
rates and service through this port, 
and one or two shipments have al- 
ready been made through the Outer 
Harbor Dock and Wharf Company. 
The first ships of the Blue Funnel 
Line, due in here March &, also will 
take a considerable tonnage direct to 
Liverpool, but no space is promised 
after that date. Last year Imperial 
Valley cotton that was shipped abroad 
went to Galveston or New Orleans, but 
the shippers have arranged to ware- 
house thousands of bales of cotton here 
and ship it through this port if they 
can get ships. 

One reason for the shortage of Eu- 
ropean ships which have heretofore 
been making Los Angeles, is that 
many have been put into service be- 
tween Europe and Canada, transport- 
ing horses for the war. 


Niven of more ships to handle the 


Angeles water department recently 
received bids for 700 tons of pipe and 
the bida were all considerably higher 
than they would otherwise have been. 
The bidders could not obtain any 
space on ships out of New York for 


this port inside of two months, and 
consequently they have had to figure 
on shipping by rail ata considerably 
higher rate. Here is an instance 
where the scarcity of ships—the lack 
of an adequate merchant marine—is 
costing the city government directly a 
considerable sum of money.

This situation is reflected in the 
tabulation of the arrivals and de- 
partures of ships at and from this 
port in the last month. 

The arrivals totaled 186 in January 
with a net tonnage of 256.251, while 
in December there were 219 arrivals, 
with a net tonnage of 291,538. 

We had thirteen arrivals from the 
Atlantic seaboard in January, with a 
net tonnage of 40,462, as against the 
same number of ships, but with a net 
tonnage of 35.885 in December. 

We had only one ship direct from 
Europe in January, whereas under 
normal conditions there should have 
been a considerable number.

Charles Guzman, a real estate deal

sioner Williams. His bond was fixed:

Guzman belongs to a well 
known family and has been very act- 
ive in Mexican affairs for some time. 
For several years he has been inter- 
ested in the sale of Mexican lands. 
He is one of the seven men charged’ 
with seeking to enlist men for service 
in Lower California, to serve against 
Gen. Cantu, who has been military’ 
Governor of Mexicali ever since the 
murder of President Francisco Ma- 
dero. The others implicated in the 
alleged plot are Gen. Baltazar Aviles,” 
Geronimo Sandoval, Francisco Hyon, 
Ventura Palacio and Ignacio Diaz de 


Leone, all of whom are under 7 
in San Diego.

The specific charge against the ge- 
cused men is that they have been en-

The City Council, a committee ‘of 
which has been tinkering with an or- 
dinance for “jitney” bus regulation for 
some time, will be asked to consider 
the Pasadena ordinance, cited as a 
model. Those who are active in ad- 
vocacy of making the pernicious “jit- 
ney” behave propose to bring the 
Crown City law to the attention of the 
City Fathers with a request that it be 
adopted in its essential features. 

Various excellent provisions of the 
ordinance picked for a model were 
pointed out yesterday by Ben. 8. Hunt- 
er, attorney for those who advocate 
adequate regulation. Especially he 
applauded the section of the law call- 
ing for a decent indemnity, saying the 
Pubiie Utilities Committee of the 
Couneil here has said, “While there 
seems to be a universal demand 
for an indemnity bond,” they don't 
know what to do about it. Mr. Hunt 
also particularly likes the Pasadena 
rule against ‘passengers riding outside 
the car cover. 

WHAT ORDINANCE SAYS.

shortage that might be occasioned 
from an exceptionally dry season. 
“But, Mr. Mulholland,” queried At- 


torney Cafpenter, “assuming that the 
full ultimate flow is being taken from 
Haiwee and that wells have not been 
driven to develop the additional sur. 
ply from underground sources and 
that the Haiwee reservoir is full at 
the beginning of a season, how much 
would the water in the reservoir be 
lowered at the end of a dry year such 
as 1 once in the past ten 
yea 

Mr. Mulholland replied that the 
reservoir under such conditions 
would be just about emptied, but 
asserted that those conditions can 
never exist. “Conditions in Owens Val- 
ley,” he explained, “are much differ- 
ent than in Los Angeles. Here we do 
not know how much water there will 
be till the rainy season has come and 
gone. There, where the water comes 
from melting snow, it can be aecu- 
rately determined five months in ad- 
vance. The amount of snow on the 
mountains five months in advance of 
the flow of water from those snows 
into the aqueduct determines the ex- 
tent of the flow.” 

In the event of light snows fore- 
casting a dry year, Mr. Mulholland 
stated that wells can be driven to tap 
the artesian supply in three months. 
Hie also called attention to the fact 
that the city is not now using all the 
430 second feet of water available, 
and may not for vears. 

In the course of his 8 Mr. 
Mulholland showed an intimate 
knowledge of every portion of the 
Owens River supply, its formation. 
geology and its inhabitants. He said 
that it ia one of the best sources of 
pure water, in his opinion, in Amer- 
ica, that there is nothing to unduly 
contaminate the water and that the 
aqueduct system with its great length 
and storage basins is fully competent 
to bring the water to the consumer 
in this city in potable form and abso- 
lutely safe to drink. 

Carl Wilson, specialist 
supply and bacterielogy, who made 
surveys of the Owens Valley and 
tested samples of the water at various. 
points for Smith, Emery & Co., began 
his testimony yesterday afternoon. 
With instruments and parapherna- 
lia to illustrate his statements he ex- 
plained the extreme care observed in 
taking the samples and making bac- 
teriological tests in the laboratory. In 
each cape, he said, the samples were 
taken and the bottles corked under 
water, and the bottles were kept in 
refrigerator cases until they were 
used in the laboratory. 

Mr. Wilson described three visits 
to the valley and the aqueduct sys- 
tem. He said that he found cendition 
good from a sanitary standpoint, a 
saw no sources of contamination at 
many points which he inspected. Ani- 
mal life, according to his observations, 
was limited to a few jack rabbits and 
desert chipmunks.

England 
became a great maritime nation from sheer 
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necessity and for more than half a century 
has commanded the larger share of the 
ocean-carrying business of the world. In 
1912 her merchant navy amounted to 19. 
240,517 tons, while that of Germany, her 
principal European competitor, was but 
4,326,723 tons, and that of France but 
1.941.327 tons, and that of Austria-Hungary 
but 829,225 tons. In the ten years between 
1895 and 1905 Germany increased hes mer- 
eantile tonnage from 1,865,490 tons to 
3,525,744 tons by making it attractive to 
investors. She did not encourage especia)- 
ly the building of ships at first. Her peo- 
ple were permitted to buy their ships where 
they pleased and how they pleased, and to 
man them in the same manner. Germany 
did not compel the subsidizing of shipyards 
to obtain ships, but she created an interest 
in marine ventures. 

We are entitled, from our geographical 
| position, to be what we were before the 
Civil War—a rival of England in the ex- 
tent of our mercantile marine. The pres- 
ent is an opportune time to regain our lost 
prestige. But it cannot be done by such a 
hazardous and unwarranted experiment as 
creating an enormous corporation in which 
the United States shall be a majority share- 
holder and underbidding British shipown- 
ers in freight charges and carrying freight 
at a loss. 

“Tt is not believable,” says Mr. Schwerin, 
“that any American from purely pbilan- 
thropic motives, will promote the flag on 
the high sea by investing his money in a 
venture which he knows will net him an 
absolute loss. Such is, and under present 
conditions always will be, an un-American 
investment. But there are people in this 
country who are ready and willing to in- 
vest money in such an enterprise if they 
know they are going to receive fair treat- 
ment and if they know they can operate 
such a venture upon an equality with the 
ships of other nations of the world. How 
can this be brought about? Fundamentally. 
it will require three conditions: first, the 
establishment of branch American houses 
in foreign ports by American firms engaged 
in the foreign trade; second, by complete 
revision of all the laws, rules and regula- 
tions relating to the United States mer- 
chant marine; third, by a guarantee on the 
part of the United States government that 
such a venture will have the most liberal 
treatment and the greatest possible protec- 
tion for all time.” 

A prime necessity for our ocean com- 
merce is the establishment of American 
houses abroad to whom American ships 
should be consigned. An American vessel 
should never be consigned to a foreign firm 
handling ships of its own nationality, for 
a foreign firm would naturally take care of 
the ships of their own nation first and the 
American ships would have only what was 
left, if anything at all. 

Both England and Germany have been 
alert in guarding and aiding their shipping 
interests by legislation and by government 
action. During the Boer war England would 
not permit any materia) to be transported 
to Africa except in British bottoms. In the 
Boxer trouble, while American ships were 
available for the transportation of horses 
for German troops from San Franciéco to 
China, the German government refused to 
use such ships and sent one German ship 
from New York to San Francisco and one 
from the Orient in order that German ships 
should have the patriotic support of the 
government. Thousands of tons of coal 
have been transported from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific for the use of naval vessels and 
over 90 per cent of tt has been carried in 
foreign bottoms. 

The American merchant marine once car- 
ried over 90 per cent. of our imports and 
exports; now it does not carry por cent. 

Capitalists will not be induced to invest 
in any marine venture unless there shal! 
be such changes in our navigation laws as 
to afford American shipowners assurance 
that the government wil! not again legislate 
to make such an investment onerous and 
undesirable. 


LIEN LABOR. 

The labor unions in New York suc- 
ceeded in procuring the passage of a law 
prohibiting the employment of alien la- 
borers upon public works. The contract- 
ors on the subway took the case into court. 
Justice Ingraham held that the subway 
construction is not public work, for they 
are being built, not for the benefit of the 
people of the State, but for the benefit of

Meantime President has not been idle. 
His extraordinary partisanship on the side 
of Germany has, save in a single instance, 
been unbroken. He opposed a loan to 
France by J. P. Morgan & Co., though such 
a loan by a private banking house is not 
merely perfectly legal. but usual. At the 
time of the Civil War German bankers lent 
to the North and Enelish bankers to the 
South. During the Japanese-Russian war 
our bankers lent money to Japan. The 
loan to Russia now by American bankers 
is perfectly justifiable and not a violation 
of neutrality. Why did the President pre- 
vent a loan to France by private bankers 
as a private enterprise? 
The American ship Aryan, built in Mas- 
sachusetts, owned in Massachusetts, the 
last of the clipper shins, was tied up in 
Sydney because the British government re- 
fused to allow an American ship to carry 
wool, not to Germany, but to the United 
States, for the use of the American people. 
The State Department spent four weeks in 
explaining why nothing could be done. Sen- 
ator Lodge in five minutes of unofiicial con- 
versation with the British Ambassador cut 
Gordian knot and the shiv sailed. Wool 
s not contraband of war. The administra- 
tion put forward a note against the inter- 
ference of England with cargoes not con- 


with an offer to insure goods in advance 
to prevent annoyance to the allies. The 
administration has successfully pushed 
through a bill, not so bad in time of peace, 
dangerou in time of war, making it easier 
to transfer ships from a Eurgpean to an 
American register. What is the result? 
The open admission in the public press on 
January 24 that the United States cannot 
prevent the seizure of the Dacia. 

At the outset of the war the Dacia, owned 
by Germans, was flying the German flag. 
The administration made it possible for 
her to shift her registry to the American 
flag. She is loaded with cotton, not a con- 
traband article, destined for Germany. Of 
course, thanks to the administration. hav- 
ing changed her flag during war, she is-— 
liable to be seized by any shiv beloncing 
to the allles and her future derends on a 
prize court of the country whose vessel 
captures her. 

The President's shipping bill is even 
worse. It proposes to take thirty or forty 
millions out of the public treasury by taxa- 
tion of the American people and to transfer 
it through the purchase of German ships 
to German bankers, who in turn can use it 
for a new German war loan. This act is 
suggested by the same President who dis- 
approved a private war loan to France. 

If this is not an act of war by the United 
States against the allies, what is it? If the 
ships which happen to be the ones avail- 
able were English it would equally be an 
act of war against Germany. a 

Our merchants have the same interna- 
tional right, however productive of hatred, 
to ship ‘cartridges, guns, uniforms, etc., to 
the belligerents that England had when 
her subjects at their own risk fed the Con- 
federacy- with material of that kind. The 
United States, however, cannot support its 
citizens or protect them if they choose to 
take the risk of selling articles that are 
contraband of war. 

The Declaration of London was assented 
to by every great power, though we have 
not yet ratified it. It does, however, square- 
ly declare the international understanding 
of what is and what is not “non-contra- 
band,” and American shippers of such 
are entitled to protection by their govern- 
ment on such goods, and only on such 
goods, if shipped in vessels that have not 
defied all law and custom by changing their 
flags during hostilities. 

Do we want to go to war? 

Are we ready to go to war? 

Public opinion may well call a halt alike 
on private citizens who are rousing the 
hate of nations against their country for 
the sake of their own private profit and on 
a President who, with his shipping bill in 
spite of the warnings of France, England 
and Russia, given months ago, is forcing us 
into war on the side of Germany. 

We want the friendship of ihe world. 
Our duty is to help the starving ind the 
suffering. The American, philanthropist 
may yet save the reputation of the nation. 
He will certainly do it if some restraint can 
be put upon the publicist, politician and 
President that they may be forced to ob- 
serve as well as to procisim a real neu- 
trality, “with malice toward none, with 
charity for all.”

MRS. KENNEDY MAY HAVE SLAIN 
SELF, SAYS DEFENSE. 


Motion for Another Trial for Con- 
victed Slayer Brings Out Novel 
Theory of Death by Strangulation. 
Two Persons Accused of Crime 
Make Affidavits to Ald Prisoner. 


Attorneys for Percy A. Tugwell, 
convicted murderer of Mrs. Maude B. 


Kennedy, argued for a new trial ves- 
terday before Superior Judge Willis. 


the defense was interesting, not be- 
cause of its contents but because of 
circumstances connected with it. It 
was filed by George Bustillos, a for- 
mer patrolman, who was indicted yes- 
terday by the grand jury on a charge 
of having accepted a bribe from Grace 
Young for police protection. Bustil- 
los is defended by the same attorneys 
that are trying to obtain a new trial 
for Tugwell. 

One of the points brought out by 
the defense was the alleged possibil- 
ity that Mrs. Kennedy committed sul- 
cide. They also argued that she might 
have strangled herself. There is no 
case of self-strangulation on record 
in the criminal courts of this coun- 
try. 
Mrs. Florence Cheney, who was ar- 
rested a few days ago on a charge of 
pandering, also made an affidavit to 
the effect that Mrs. Kennedy had 
threatened to take her life. Mrs. Che- 
ney is proprietress of the Lorraine 


rooming-house, which was raided 
several nights ago by the police. 
Twenty pereons living there were 


lodged in jail on various charges. She 
alleges that she was a friend of Mrs. 
Kennedy. 

Tugwell also filed an affidavit deny- 
ing any knowledge of the crime. He 
declared he did not sleep a wink for 
five nights before his free and volun- 
tary confession to Inspector Home. As 
a matter of fact, Tugwell was arrest- 
ed on October 17 and confessed two 
days later to Chief Deputy District At- 
torney Ford and Inspector Home and 
other police officials. 

John Tugwell, father of the con- 
victed murderer, also made an affida- 
vit stating that his son is innocent. 
Several doctors made amdavits that 
in their opinion Mrs. Kennedy did not 
come to her death bv chloroform poli- 
soning. None of these physicians 
saw Mrs. Kennedy's body after the 
murder or knew anything about the 
case except what they had learned 
from Tugwell’s attorneys. 

The attorneys for the defense ad- 
mitted that Mrs. Kennedy's body was 
found about seventy feet from where 
the police found the bottle, her gloves 
and her slipper, but assert she 
dragged herself that distance after 
taking the poison. 

Other matter along this line was in- 
troduced. Deputy District Attorney 
Doran will conclude the arguments 
for the people this morning. He is ex- 
pected to be able to quickly dispose of 
the suicide theory. 

If the motion for a new trial is de- 
nied, Tugwell will be sentenced to life 
imprisonment, the penalty fixed by the

Geronimo Sandoval was at one time 
the Mexican Consul at San Diego, un- 
der Provisional President Villa.

Hyon, Palacio 
and Diaz de Leone are well-known 
members of the Mexican colony in San 
Diego and have at various times been 
connected with the various uprisings 
in that part of the country. 

The warrant of arrest issued by 
Commissioner Williams was base@ on 
a complaint sworn to by E. Murray 
Blanford, special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, on information fur- 
nished by Special Agent Webster, who 
watched the witnesses, Costello and 
Brassell, and secured from them in- 
criminating letters and telegrams. It 
is alleged that Avilez is the leading 
spirit in the revolutionary movement 
and that it was through him that the 
plan has been financed. Special Agent 
Blanford, whose connection with the 
case has ceased with the arrests of 
the suspects, says the government is 
in possession of a mass of evidence 
tending to incriminate the accused. 

It is said the programme was for 
the recruiting of an army of not less 
than 800 men, and that several camps 
containing quite a number of the new 
recruits are now scattered over dif- 
ferent parts of imperial county. It 
was the intention to rendezvous at one 
central place and march over land to 
engage the army commanded by Gen. 
Cantu at Mexicali.

A substantial increase in the profits 
and financial strength of the United 
Oil Company occurred last year.

This report was received at the 
offices of the company yesterday. 

Of] production last year is shown to 
have been 568,951 barrels, from which 
a revenue of $267,246 was derived.

The total income consequently 
amounted to something over $272,000, 
from which is deducted operating ex- 
penses of $31,036; reserve for depre- 
ciation and exhaustion of $84,506;

This leaves a net of $123,774. 

The increase over the net earnings 
of the previous year amounted to 
about $80,000, but it would not have

If a place can be found for u on 
the calendar, the $500,000 breach-of- 
promise suit of Miss Maud Armfield 
against Bryant H. Howard of San 
Diego, will be tried in Judge Wilbur's 
court, starting today. The crowded

The original 
complaint was filed March 19, 1914. 
An amended complaint was filed May

It is alleged that it is wholly imma 
terial to prove on the part of Miss 
Armfield that she was at one time 
married to Mr. Howard. This fact is 
stated in his answer to the amended 
complaint.

JURY LOCKED UP. 
CATTLE RUSTLING CASE. 

Unable to come to an agreement 
yesterday in the case of John Casou, 
the second member of the trio charged 


with cattle rustling in the Antelope 
Valley, the jury was locked up late 
last night by Balliff Blaisdell in Judge 
Wellborn’s court. 

Joe Rivera was convicted two weeks 
ago and granted a stay of execution. 
Bert Rivera, is in the County Jail and 
has pleaded guilty to rape. 

The arrest of these men, and the 
trials of Joe Rivera and John Casou, 
was the big event of Antelope Valley. 
The ranchers crowded the corridors 
of the Courthouse, excluded as wit- 
nesses from the courtroom. The evi- 
dence was circumstantial, from the 
loss of a big dlack cow with a 
crumpled horn, and a Jersey heifer 
from the ranch of Elias Munz on the 
night of April 20, 1914, to the finding 
of what purported to be their hides 
in Elizabeth Lake, and their carcasses 
on Joe Rivera's ranch. 

There were many other episodes to 
which witnesses testified, in one of 
which the name of Harry Burns was 
dragged in. He itis alleged to have 
sold the beeves to Lancaster butchers. 

The defense had many witnesses to 
break the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence, and scores were also called as 
character witnesses. During John 
Casou's trial his wife and baby were 
daily and pathetic features in the 
courtroom.

The Casou jury asked to have certain 
testimony read from the court sten- 
ographer’s notes to assist in coming to 
a verdict.

NO DAMAGES ALLOWED. 

A @irected verdict in favor of the 
P. H. Mathews Paint House was given 
in Judge Houser’s court yesterday in 
the $50,000 damage suit of Henry Her- 
old, whose wife, Bertha C. Herold, 
was fatally injured at the defendant's 
place September 5, 1913. The testi- 
mony showed that Mrs. Herold called 
at the store to see her husband, an 
employee. He was on the fourth floor. 
and she was invited to enter the ele- 
vator by another employee, who 
opened the gate. 

Mrs. Herold stepped forward and 
instead of entering the cage, fell into 
the elevator well. The defendant was 
charged with negligence, but Attorney 
E. B. Drake, representing the defend- 
ant, contended that Mrs. Herold was 
on the premises by invitation and 
therefore was a mere licensee. The 
court so held.
